Aug. 19.—Twelve Canadian 
customs officers have arrived'here and 
will establish a custom house at the 
l»ortage 
between Lake ,Bennett and 
Tagish lake, a point by which all Yukon 
or Klondyke travelers must pass 
if 
they start from Dyea and Skagway. 
The rates of duty will averages about 
lao on the average outfit of a Yukoner. 
The officers are well armed and will 
have the assistance of th(^ mounted po­ 
lice to enforce the duties. Farther down 
the river will be stationed guards to 
intercept any one who might attem pt 
to elude the vigilance of the officers. 
American miners who have investigated 
this assert 
that the treaty 
between 
llussia and Great Britain provides that 
the Yukon, Porcupine and Skeena riv­ 
ers »hould be free for conunerce ami 
exempted from the imposition of cus­ 
toms d^ity. 


The Canadians evade the point a t is­ 
sue l)y claiming that prospectors crosa- 
ing the mountain ranges to the lakes 
or bead waters of the Yukon do not go 
into the territory by way of any of the 
rivers mentioned, but that they cross 
American territory and before they can 
reach Yukon the duty is exacted. Min­ 
ers and prospectors are very much f*x- 
ercised over the situation and this niay 
lead to complications. 
Canadian offi­ 
cers declare they will enforce the law 
impartially and will not discriminate 
against Americans. 


It Is Idle to argue that there Is no 
serious feeling between the Canadians 
and Americans.

, ^*A mile and a half from the Fountain 
Hôtel, and easily reached by bicycle, 
tourist wagon, or by walking, lies a 
hidden basin full of nature's caprices. 
At the entrance, as if on guard, stands 
the immaculate White Dome. Ai one 
approaches, he almost expects to be 
challenged and asked for a countersign. 
If such a challenge is given it is in a 
curious fashion, in the form of a geyser 
eruption, for the White Dome is a gey­ 
ser. It is not unlike the Castle Geyser, 
or the White Pyramid of the Upper 
Geyser'Basin. The geyser is a very 
white, rather dome-shaped 
mouno, 
built up from the secretions of its 
waters, and is the most conspicuous 
feature of the locality. It id perhaps 25 
feet high, with a circumference at the 
base of 75 or 100 feet. Its eruptions come 
at intervals of from twenty to fortv-üve 
minutes, being somewhat irregular, 
and the water is thrown to a height of 
from ten to twenty-five feet."

There 
are plenty of non-union workmen in the 
country who are wiljing to fight for 
their protection, although I am of the 
opinion that we will be able to protect 
them ourselves. I think that when the 
old miners find that they cannot prevent 
the mines being opened they willgoback 
tu work again peaceably.”
